2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 



and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
4. Claims 86, 91, 92, 97, 98, 103-106, 111,112, 117-119, 124, 125, 130-133, 138, 139, 144- 
146, 148, 150, 152-154, 156, 158, 159, 161, 163-165, 167, 169, and 170 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Platte et al (WO 92/16944) in view of Justice et al 
(4,044,380) for the same reasons as set forth in Section 6 of the previous office action, dated

7/8/09. 
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With respect to the newly added limitations, Figures 1 and 2 of Justice et al already 
teaches the concept of such well known signal containing line intervals (e.g. Fig. 1); and the 
plural-bit mode codes being superposed in VBID data in the same line interval (e.g. Fig. 2). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 8/3 1/10 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant asserts on pages 20-21 of the Remarks that Justice et al fails to teach sub- 
codes are superposed in the same line interval. However, although Figure 2 of Justice et al 
illustrates such codes may be superposed in different lines, col. 4, lines 8-11 teaches the well 
known alternative of superposing more than one code in each line interval. Therefore, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have had no difficulty in recognizing that the plural-bit copy 
generation code of Platte et al may be easily superposed in the same line interval in the VBID 
data in order to provide greater capacity of the transmission of codes.
